15,698.15-7, and the reevipts of the year 
came to Rs. S87,584-12-6, making a total of Rs. 1,05.285-02-1 as tho available fands of this 
district for the year, Part LL of the annual account shows in detail the sources from which 
the sum was derived There has besa no grant made to this district, during the year from 
provincial fands, ‘The total expenditure for works and establishment, without, taking in cost 
of the dredger, amounted to Hs. O8810-0-11, of which Rs. 19,000.5-0 were dishursed on

2. From the aceounts which are apponded you will see that the total income this year,

3. This large bulanee is on the face of it very unsatisfactory ; itis, however, owing chiefly 
to the money budgotted for the Rajbari road not havaing bees spent, owing to proper plans and 
estimates not having been prepared, and the sanction of Government not having been olitained 
to the scheme, Tho Executive Engineer of Backergimge and Fureedpore «id indeed prepare 

lans and estimates, but too late in the year foranything to be done, even supposing that they 
ad been properly prepared, 1 have just received them back from tho Superintending 
Engineor through your office, with the intimation that they are so defective that they carnot 
bo submitted to Government. [ am therefore afraid that it will bo so late this year before the 
sanction of Government can be obtained that very little will he done towars making this road, 

4. Original Works.—In consequence of tho Rajbori road not having been taken in hand, 
the only original works nearly finished during the year were the construction of the Iatooria 
road, and the completion of somo village roadsat Lamdampore, Joshai, and Ambaria in the 
Goalundo sub-division. ‘The amount shown ag spent on the Rajhari owl is the cost for 
tracing out the new lino and paying for somo earthwork which was thrown up during 
past year, 

5. Repnirs.—Somo repairs were raade along the Pangsha road, but most of the money 
shown ag spent on this work was monoy paid for repairs mado during the previous year. 
The Jossoro road (20 miles) has been repaired, The new Talma road up to the fifth mile 
and the old Talma road have also heen repaired. 

In August last the buud which was thrown up acroas the large khal leading to 
Dhol Samuddar was cut, and the greatly improved health of tho town is, L think, in conse- 
quence of this, I will, however, notico this point separately in my general report. Tt was

What few repairs are now done aro done by a mohurir, 
who is called sub-overseor, his work boing checked by the Department Tublie Works 
oversorg. I hope therefore that tho plan proposed hy the Committers, or somo better plan,

(L.) Dhtanpore Rowt This isa bund road from Hamdampore to Radha Kuntbholl 
whore it joins the old Maltani road. Lt has beon done at a cost of Ks. 1,544- aM 
including that of a masonry bridge ut Camarpara, and is a vory useful roud, 
and will bo more so if it bea little extended to join the Rujbari foeder road 
at Sarjankanda, 

(2.) doshai oad.—'This roud was made in the village Joshai, thann Pangsha, at an 
expense of Rs 400, and does benclit to about 16 villages, the inhubitants oi 
some of which voluntarily contributed half the amount, the other half being 
paid from the rowd fund: 

(3) Ambaria Road.—Vhis is a fair-weather road from Aimburiu to Rajbari, a dis- 
tanco of five miles, The work was done by u contractor at the rato of Ka, 16 
per milo, the total exponditure being Rs. 80. ‘This road is vory useful for 
ubout eight months in the year, and isa good commoncomenut for one fit for 
eart tratlic, 

(4) deypore School and Cemetery Road.—This isa small road ranving from the 
ruilway gate opposite to the village Joyporo and does good to tho villagers of 
Kusabata, l’anoir, Joypore, &e., specially enabling their children to come to the 
Goalundo schoul, It has become very useful since the removal of Goalundo 
hazar and some of the Government offices to tho side of the Juypore tank. It 
cost Rx 121-44 only. 

5. Hoomoria Ferry Ghat Road.—This road was slightly repaired this year, which cost 
Ks, 41.4, ineRiding that of a wooden bridge. This road was at a distance of more 
than a thonsaxd foot from the river, novertheless it has been completely eut away. 

6. Raprhe Khal bund —A& largo uurober of villagers applied for a bund at the month 

' of the khal, ax great injury was dove to their crops during the past few year on 
necount of the water suddeuly rushing through it. The vi themselves . 
contributed Ks, 152-8 md a bund cost on the whole Rs. 450-11. It has enakled 
the people to reap fully their aus crop this timo, but the khal being comphatel 
shut at the mouth overflowed its banks and did some harm in another way. This 
will most likely be obviated by the proposed deepening of Ratundia Khi 
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* 4 Collection,— Collections of the house-tax in this sub-division have been made hy, the 
subordinate establishment, that is to say. the eanongo, chainmen, and the messengers, with- 
out incurring any uddifiond expense. The people seom to understand fairly tho object 
of the cess, and a number of applications for village works were received this yenr, 
niny of which could not. bo taken up for want of sufficient funds. The amonut voluntarily 
contributed by the villagers is to show that they sufliciently appreciate the benefit of {hese

Wrenn reference to your office letter No. 2C, without date, 1 have the honor to submit 
the annual report and accounts for the road cess year IS74-75, 

2. OF the allotment of Rs, 1,200 made for the year IST3-74, Ns 600 was only received 
in August IST4, of whieh Ks, J! was uetually spent on various works, as shown in the 
Jist submitted with this office No 3, of the 29th December 1874, and the baluwe (Its, 107-8) 
was kopt in hand, us the cess year elapsed before the amount could Iw properly expended. 
During this year Rs. 2.000 was allotted, of which Rs. 487-8 was proposed to be paid as the 
remainder of the advances made het yeur, and the remaining Rs. 1,512-8 was allotted to 
works spocified in the proceedings of the Branch Road Cess Committee, dated 24th April 1875, 
copy of which was submitted to you with this oflice No. 174, of the 28th April last. 

3. OF the amount of Rs. 487-8 proposed to pay up the remainder of lust year's 
allotment, Is. 212-8 have been paid up during the year, and the remainder was kept in hand, 
as tho works on whieh it was allotted had not beon completed. Moreover, Rs. 75 allotted 
last’ year on two works (for ono Its. 40 and for the other Rs. 25) was returned by the 
undertakers of the works during this year. This sum, together with Hs. 107-8 of the last 
year’s bulanee, lus been eredited into the treasury under the instructions conveyed in your 
letter No. #060, dated September 1875, 

4. OF Rs 1,512-8 allotted for the works of the yenr under report, Ls. 221 have only 
been expended on works as per list apponded, and the balance is now in hand. 

4 Itis to be regretted that most of the applicants who applied for road cess money for 
worksdetailed in the proceedings of the 21th April last have failed to come forward to take the 
money, notwithstanding they were informed to do so. On the whole, the people of this sub- 
division do not seem to take any interest inthe matter. They apply for road cess money, 
and when money was given to them they do nothing and return it after a few days, while 
there are some who nover appear for money after having submitted their application. A 
new set of members has of lato been sanctioned; they represent the several thanas of the 
sub-division, and it is hoped that these members in their respective thanas will interest 
themsolves next year more than the old members have done. Uudoubtedly next year some 
roads will he made and communication opened out in the interior.

I nave the honor to submit the report on the road cess operations in this district during 
tho past year, beginning on the Ist October 1874 and onding with the 30th September last. 

2. The Road Coss Act was only brought into operation in this district in November last, 
and tho first movting of the District Road Coss Committee wus hold and a Vice-Chairman 
lected on the 20th May last. 

3. Tho memorandum of accounts apponded hereto shows the income and expenditure of 
the Committee during the year. 

4. Noarly ono-third of the incomo of the Committee was swallowod up by establishment 
and contingent charges, and a balance of moro than Its. 5,000 remained at the close of the 
year, Its, 21,000 odd woro spent under the suporintondence of Public Works Department 
and sub-divisional officers and the Town Committee in repairing and maintaining the ronds 
and other channels of communication and locomotion in this district. Only one original 
work was undertakon, or, to speak more accurately, the Madaripore roud was not ouly repaired, 
but extended and improved. 

5. Isond herewith a copy of the momorandum of exponditure proposed to bo incurred 
during the current year 1875-76. Tho estimates submitted have received the sanction of the 
Commissioner, and the memorandum specifies tho various works to be undertaken and thoir 
nature and extent 

6, The estimated incomo for the current year is nearly Rs, 76,000, Of this noarly 
Rs. 22,500 will be required for establishment and contingent charges, leaving Rs. 53,000 oda 
for expenditure on various works. From this Re, 53,000 odd must also Ke provided, the 
Dares towards tho Public Works Departmont estublisment, which amounts to 

ts. 5,548, 
» J. No work was dono during October, and we have not yet received the Novembor 
accounts from the Executive Engineer. The roal working season is just heginning, and con- 
siderablo progross will have boon made befuw tho end of the cold wouther, although I caunot 
yot state which of these works will be first taken in hand.

I nave tho honor to submit the annual report on the administration of tho Road Coss 
Dopartmont for the year 1874-75, and also the accounts, which havo beon sorutinizod and 
audited by a sub-committee of threo members, as required by Section 88 of the Load Cess Act. 

2, Tho Act cane into actual operation in this district on lst October 1874, and the first 
instalmonts of tho eoss wore realized in January 1875, so that wo really had no funds to our 

* crodit till the middlo of January; thero was then no sanction to expendituro in anticipation 
of apa as has now boew permitted. During October, Novombor, December 1874 very 
little was done.

Most of the members take lively interest in the work, among such aro Messrs, Humo 
Smith, H. L. Weathral, (@  Nidsdale,and BE. DeLanney ; Baboos Ram Dulal Roy, Shib 
Chundra Aich, Nilmoney Dass. Iurrish Chandra Jose, aud Mohamed Gazi Choudhury : 
sevoral members of the Committee, however, did not display much interest, and indeed rarely 
attended tho mootings. such wore Baboos Uma Lochun Mozumdar, Eshan Chundra ltoy, aud 
Munshi Aptabuddin Mohamed and Muushi Ameruddin Ahamed 
5. Besides the Sudder District Coiamittee, four Brauch Committeos have been 
organized, viz: — 
1. Tho Brahmanberiah Branch Committee, which has 31 members. 
2. The Chondoyram Jirauch Committeo, which has 26 membera. 
4. Tho Nursingporo Branch Committee, which has 21 members. 
4. Muroduagur Branch Committee, which has 22 membors. 
The Branch Committee held a fair number of meetings and the attendanoe at th 
ood, and ull of them appenr to have taken some interoit ta tho work ; the Chondogram ane 
rahmunboriah Committees especially so. Tho Drabmunberiah Committee was presided over 
hy the sub-divisional officer; the Chondogram Committes by the Moongif, to whom our 
thanks aro specially due for his attention and zeal, as ho did this workin addition to his 
heavy duties us Mounsif. ‘Tho Murodnagur and Nursingpore Committees were also prosided 
over by the Moonsif of those plaves; they did very fairly, but the Muroduagur Moonsif is 
overworked, as it is with rent cases, and has but little timo to givo to anything elso; and in 
Nursingpore there is not much room for village road works; the couutry is covered with 
dense jungle aud intersocted in every diroction with tidal khals, Further on is given the 
expenditure of cach Gommittce ou the works undertaken by it. 
6. The total sum_at the disposal of the Committoe being from cesses levied 
and houses under parts 11 and LV of the Act, levied at tho arias rates on 8 nla asap 
Rs, 34,93,935, amounted to Its. 1,00,3331-1 11: the variou$ items are shown in the accounts 
appended. The total expenditure under all heads amounted to Rs. 66,174-11-1, thus leavin 
a — of Rs. 38,012 6, the details of the expenditure as set forth in the statement 
appended. .

7. Tho rather large balance” remaining unoxpended at tho ond of the year is duo 
Se NER chiefly to our not having been able during the past yoar 
eats to varry out the i masonry bridges of the Brahmun- 
bariab and Laksham roads. As regarde the Brahtn uubariah road, sanction to our proposed 
estimates and plans for the road was received too late to commence brick-making. Some 
attempt was made in March, but owing to tho largo rainfall we had tho attempt had 
to be abandoned; but we havo commenced early this year, and the work will be pushed 
on vigorously. As regards tho Laksham road, the Chief Engincer and Secretary to 
Government, Public Works Department, wished for further information as to levels, &c., 
and the work was put off altogethor. ‘These two items alone, viz. the bridging on these 
roads, amounted to Rs. 17,235. This is one difficulty we have to contend with. Tho 
lans and estimates are in the caso of all large works sent to the Chief Engineer, and 
or some months we romain in uncertainty whether they will be sanctioned or not. If 
sanctioned, » good portion of tho curront working season has often passed; if not sano- 
tioned, it is genorally too late to turn to something else. The fact lies, I think, in having 
$ Under Beclion 70.of the Ack tho statutory meetingt so late in the year as August. I do 
s - sida not, sce why it should not take place, say, in May of each 
year; thon ample time would bo given {o settle all operations in timo for the ensuing working 
season. Ina district like Tipporah very little work can be donc on tho roads and canals, &o., 
after May or before December, as the whole country is, between May and December, moro or 
loss in an inundated state. 
_ 8. The following were the works undertakon during the past year in their order of 
importance :— 
A.—The Brahmunbariah Road.—This road when completed will greatly facilitate commu- 
maria _ nication betwoon the sub-division of Brahmunbariah and 
Leendert ata ser! “i! head-quarters. The total length of the road is 40 miles: of 
this the 16 miles of road from Comillat to Noyanporo is 
in good condition, from Noyanpore to tho ‘Litas, 14 miles, including the Titas river valley. 
Of this e portion of about six miles has been fairly done, though not porfectly finished ; the 
romaining eight miles aro in course of construction. The work 1s a most difficult one; the line 
‘of road is iptersoctod with hill streams flowing down from the closely adjoining hills in the 
Hill Tipperah country. Theso nocessitate a number of bridges at short intervals, which I need 
not say add considerably to tho cost and arduousness of the work: indeed, before the road is 
in a complete state, it will have cost, I estimate, about Rs. 2,000 per mile, and even then it is 
doubiful if we shall be able to bridge the Titas river valley. This stream, which in the cold 
and hot seasons is an insignificant little river, in the rains, and when in flood, is from two to 
three miles in width where it crosses the line of road. My idea is to keep ferry boats on this 
part of the road during the ng 3 reason, and after the flood subsides cach year to make a 
temporary road down to the propor banks of the stream. No earthwork will ever stand the 
force of this hill stream when in flood, and to bridge over these three miles would cost mint 
of money; but I iutend during the present cold season to have some decision come to on the 
point. The road between the Titas and Brahmunbariul:, 10 miloo, is passable and wants little 


B.—The Laksham and Noakhally Road.—This road is about 28 miles in length. Of this 
the 17 miles as far as Laksham is bridged and in order, except the damages done to it 
in August last by the floods of the Gumti river. Beyond Laksham to the boundary of the 
Noakhally district, a distanoo of 11, miles, the road is still incomplete, and there is not much 
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a fine bridged road to end in @ swamp, Tho work of bridging this road, when it is done, 
will be costly owing to’ tho innumerable khals intersecting this part,of the country. 

C.—The Gokarna Canal.—This canal when completed will stve boats going to Brah- 
muubariah mort than a day’s journey by water: the canal wil! ho about three miles in lepgth, 
and will save a bend of the ‘Titas river of nearly 40 miles. A great deal can be done in this 
way in saving time by making short cuts in the interminable wiudings of such rivers as the 
Titas and Gumti. During the past year 1] miles of the canal wero oxcavated, the ave 
dopth being 7 feet, tho cost boing Rs. 7,830-14-3, or nearly the whole sum ostimated for the 

ear. Owing to the nature of the soil the work proved moro arduous and costly than had 
anticipated. If we can succeed in getting the current of the river to flow into the canal 
evon a little, if rill save much expenditure and labour. 

D.—" Village Roads.” —Tho ontire amount expended by the Sudder and Branch Com- 
mitteos was Rs. 10,453-14-6, in the following ratios, viz. :—

Tho total number of roads, &e., so undertakon amounted to 67. Tho ronds, as their namos 
explain, aro ronds leading from main roads to village or from village fo village. In a district 
like Tipperah, I think the re-opening of silted up khals or water channels will be more usoful 
and popular than the constructing of village roads only, though it dees not seem quite cloar 
if such works can be brought under the head of potty villugo works; the hcading might be 
“ village roads and canals.” 

E:.—Chandpore Canal~—This canal is very important one. It connects the Megna river 
with the Dacoetea and saves many trading boats going to marts in the south of the district 
and to Noukhally, ‘I'he former dangerous passngo down tho Megna to tho mouth of the Dacoctea, 
the junction of the Dacooten nud Mogna, is a peculiarly dangerous spot. Lf one river happons 
to be in higher flood than the other, a sort of whirlpool forms at the mouth of tho Dacootea; 
and many boats wero annually wrecked trying to get into the Dacoetea from the Megna on 
their way to the large river murts of Hazigungo, Tewiuigings, Chitosbi, and many others. 
The bore, too, in the Megna at this spot is very dangerous at certain seasons of the year to the 
country craff. They are now saved all these dangers, besides making a saving of time of 
four or five days often, by taking the short cut through this canal, a distance of six miles. The 
canal had a good deal of monoy oxpended on it in 1873, and this past yeur a sum of 
Rs. 905-5-8 wore further expended on it; und in the present year it is going to be 
further widened and deepened 1» admit of tho passage of the largest boats all the 


year round.

9. As es establishment. throughout the year we made an arran by which 
_we empl io Public Works officers statioued at Comills. Up to Ist April 1875 this officer 
“waa designated the Executive Engineer in charge of the Tipparah and Noakhally districts, 
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and was an officer of some standing and experience, but latterly the separate oxeoutive 
charge was done owgy with, and an officer of the rank of Overseer simply was sent here,’ 
in consequence of which this Gommitteo resolved to appoint an Engineer of its own from 
Ist October 1875. During 1874-75 we paid before the Ist Apri! 1875 half the salaries 6f the 
officers of the Public Works Department as our quota, and after the Ist April 1875’at tho 
rate of two-thirds of the said salaries, so that throughout the year we have had the services 
of the statf of the Public Works Deportment. I did not think it a good plan in the middle 
of the road cess year to appoint any one as Engineer to the Committes; the chango took 
place in April 1875, when more than half the year had expired. 1t was not advisable at that 
stage to introduce an entirely new ian; indood, by the time candidates could have been 
advertised for and a man appointed the cess year would havo nearly expired. Ly tho 
i sens -ddtedi tea aaah consent* of tho Chiof Engineer, this district was tomporarily 
rere WEST. dated 10th APF Clogsified as a third-class ono, aud Mr. 'P. Smith, a sub-enginoor 
of the Public Works Department, appointed to act as District 
Engineer, rd class. Mr, Smith made over charge to Mr, J, Wilson, Overseer of the Dopart- 
ment Public Works; Mr. Wilson held chargo till the end of the year. As we had only 
Engineers of the status of Messrs, Smith and Wilson, it was as woll that the expenditure for 
the year did not much exceed that fixed for a third-class district. 

10. One of the chief difficulties experienced in this district, expecially by the Branch 
Committees, is that of gotting o sufficiency of labor. Ifere day laborers even, either 
themselves or their families, possess sume land. When any ploughing or reaping has to be 
doue (and this ocours pretty froquontly in tho your), our roads are deserted, the labourers 
leaving almost cn masse at stated periods, This iliffivulty is not easy to overcome, as the climate 
of as 5 ae does not suit up-country mon, who soon sicken with fever. 

11. As regards tho working establishment, Mr. T. Smith held charge from Ist October 
1874 to 28th June 1875. He did not exert himself ashe ought to have done. This was 
probably duo to his bad state of health. Io did not manage to go about the district as much 
as an Enginoor should, and did not look after his contractors and subordinates as much ashe 
should have dene. Mr. Wilson held charge from 29th June to 40th September 1875, He 
worked woll, though, as ho held chargo only during the time the inundation was at its height, 
he could do little road work ; but what he did was well done. 

The Overseers, Babu Chundra Nath Bannerjea and Taruck Chundra Gupta, did thoir 
work in a satisfactory manner. 

12. Tho estimates for the various works fo be undertaken noxt year, and for tho various

Wirn reference to your Personal Assistant's letter No. 6512 of the 7th instant, T have 
the honor to state that the diseropaucy pointed out therein in Lhe accounts for 1872-74 and 
1874-74, relating to the amount of advances outstanding on the Ist October S74, has its 
origin in the fact that in the account for 1873-74 all advances made to sub-divisional officors 
wore treafed us actual expendituro instead of, as it should have been, merely advances, 
Accordingly, in the account of that year, only the balance in the hand of the Executive 
Enginoer on tho Ist October 1874 was shown as “balances outstanding.” This mistake has 
boon corrected in the account of the subsequent yoar IST4-75, and instead of Ks.
